For the image of a handsome young man with frizzy blonde hair, I referenced the detective 
Enokizu Reijirou, who appears in the Hyakki Yakou novel series. I only faintly recalled him 
when I designed Yuushirou, but when I checked later, I’d made the names sound pretty simi¬ 
lar too... I feel kinda bad about that. I like works like the Hyakki Yakou series, which entangle 
rumors and strangeness with human drama. I’ve read and watched a good number of them by 
now. 

Lately, I’ve been really into the Shishou series. The Shishou series is a series of occult short 
stories that were originally posted on online message boards, which features two people: the 
storyteller, and “Shishou/’ whom he met at club during university. I’ve read them all at sites 
that collect the stories, or in comics form, but I was impressed, thinking, “So here’s another 
way to use weirdness!” 

I also highly recommend the game Hayarigami. It entwines occult elements into a detective 
drama, ana since I love both those things,! was hooked on it. Since Hayarigami deals with 
urban legends, it and Ghost Diary share similar concepts. 

And last, here’s something I finally noticed just recently. The Ju-On series reached its final 
chapter in 2015. The ghost who appears in it has the last name “Saeki”... I’d used this last 
name without knowing about that, but I have a strong feeling that I’d been influenced by an 
invisible something. On no, I’m so scared (lol)!
